The choice sentiment expressed by 


Mr. Wellman, suggests that life is like 
a spider's web; and in the weaving 
process it crosses'in and out, enmesh- 
ing all-other lives -with which it. comes 
in contact; and at every intersection 
is the cross-road where the contact is 
either helpful or harmful. 


The pattern of a life is not an inde- 


pendent pattern. 
It takes on tissue 


and fibre, shade and color, and all the 
characteristics which it possesses, 
through the weaving process, and its 
strength or weakness is largely influ- 
enced by«the threads of its environ- 
ment. ' 


The age in which we live is a ma- 


chine age. 
Invention and discovery 


have so perfected inanimate machin- 
ery, that in all of our great industries 
the operator becomes, to large ex- 
tent, an automaton. The hand on the 
lever Is the human touch which sets 
the wheels in motion, and the machine 
does the rest. 


In many of our industries, the 


knowledge of a trade is no longer 
necessary. That is why so many 
mills and factories employ child-la- 
bor, and'why stringent laws are neces- 
sary to protect them. 
The age de- 


mands the output with the least hu- 
man effort. 


We are also passing through an era 


of evolution, so far as the American 
home is concerned. 
The demands of 


society, .club life, suffrage, the uplift 
movement, mothers' pensions, and a 
dozen other things, interfere with the 
weaving process in the home, that 
most important of all workshops. 


The judge of the juvenile court in 


New York said, the other day, that 
eighty per cent of the boys committed 
for incorrigibility were not incorrigi- 


and are soon enmeshed in the weaving 
process which makes for good citizen- 
ship. 


One oC the grave problems, which 


confronts the nation today.., is how to 
assimilate this great tide of human- 
ity, representing twenty nationalities. 
Many of these people come from what 
is known as "heathen lands," where 
we send our missionaries to show 
them a better way to live, and to teach 
a better civilization. 


In our zeal to convert the heathen 


abroad, we are apt to overlook the 
fact that New York, the principal port 
of entry, is the greatest missionary 
field in the world. If we can't reach 
the Chinaman, or any other race, in a 
hand to hand weaving contest, where 
life touches life at short range, how 
can we hope to reach him ten thou- 
sand miles away, surrounded by. a 
wall of ignorance and superstition. 


Many of these people come to us 


from lands where the Sabbath is a 
holiday, and where personal liberty 
is regarded as a sacred right. Their 
conception of America, long before 
they embark for our shores, is, that 
it is a land of freedom. 
Today they 


dominate our large centers of popula- 
tion, and are an active factor in our 
body politic. 


The socialist vote, nearly one mil- 


lion strong, is largely the expression 
of a restless element of our adopted 
citizens. 
The tangled threads from 


the loom of. our national life, indicate 
that the machinery is passing, beyond 
our control, and the most dangerous 
feature of the situation is that many 
of our own people are tinctured with 
the same dangerous doctrine. 


Loose legislation and burdensome 


taxation, just now so popular, are 
simply legalized methods of confis- 
cating property, and that is socialism 
pure and simple, Anarchy takes the 
law into its' own hands, while social- 
ism acts tinder the cover of protec- 
tion. That's the principal difference 
in. the creeds. Both are un-American 
and dangerous to the life of the re- 
public. 


The weaving of twenty nations into 


one is the task which confronts .the. 
American people. To do this and pre- 
serve, in any degree, the standard of 
the forefathers, is a proposition which 
grows more complex as time advances. 


The inland towns and cities, as well 


as the great centers of population, are 
confronted, with problems today, that 
they have never met before. The op- 
position to law enforcement is wide- 
spread, and demands for personal lib- 
erty are most 
insistent. In many 


cases the looms of the old world have 
been working overtime, and. we have 
become so entangled in the meshes 
that the fabric of our national life is 
weakened. 


Just what the final outcome of this 


strange entanglement may be, time 
alone can determine. 
The strength 


of a republican form of government 
depends, upon1 the disposition and 
ability of the people to govern tliem- 
selves. When these are destroyed, as 
they are today in Mexico, the govern- 
ment becomes a' by-word.. 


This, may all sound pessimistic,, but 


it is high time for the press and the 
pulpit, not only to utter a note of 
warning, but to aim to inspire the 
home with ambition to weave into the 
yoxing life, with which it is entrusted, 
the great principles which have made 
the nation strong. 


In the meantime let us touch with 


kindlj' sympathy, and helping hand, 
the weary travelers'at the cross-road, 
who are struggling under unaq.ua! 
burdens. There are many such, with 
which our lives come in contact, and 
the voice of the Master,, fresh from 
the centuries, still 'invites to service.

cages, which they had 
occupied all 


summer and put into 'the temporary 
ones for the winter. There were about 
one hundred and thirty head of horses 


were to carry them into almost every 
country in Europe.
